578. SANCTUARY LANTERN OF CARVED WOOD. 

In the form of a Gothic temple or shrine with taber- 
nacles on each of the four corners enclosing figures of 
saints; the windows set with colored glass; the whole- 
ornately carved and finished in colors and gold. 



579. ITALIAN GILT CONSOL TABLE. 

The bed ornamented with a carved frieze of scrolls 
and flowers divided by a mask surrounded by scrolls, 
the legs fluted and carved with acanthus leaves; the 
top of brocatelle marble.
